Hams; be ready! -- 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A “super” 
magnetic storm with the potential to cause 
unprecedented electrical blackouts and 
power outages should hit Earth in the next 
few years, government scientists -said 
Wednesday, 14 May 1980. iS 

Howard Sargent of the Space Environ- 

ment Services Center said conditions are 
ripe for such a storm and the world’s power 
transmission systems appear to be vulner- 
able. 
Sargent explained that magnetic storms, 
which generally arrive after peaks in -the 
1l-year sunspot cycle, set up currents in 
power lines that cause overloads and even- 
tually cut off power. The sunspot cycle has 
just passed its peak, Sargent noted. 

The last time Earth experienced a mag- 
netic storm was in 1972. Sargent said the 
forthcoming one should be more devastating 
in terms of electrical power outages. 

During unusually strong magnetic storms, 
the bright lights of the aurora, which nor- 
mally appear in the sky in the polar region, 
move down into temperate and even tropical 
climates. During-the 1972 magnetic storm, 
the aurora was spotted as far south as Ken-

Jim -Fisk, W1HR, editor-in-chief of 
Ham Radio and Ham Radio Horizons 
magazines, died of a heart attack at his 
home early Friday morning, 18 April. 
He was 45 years old. 

Jim was the founding editor of Ham 
Radio, which began publication in 
March 1968. A native of Delhi, New 
York, he attended the University of 

‘Richmond in Richmond, Virginia, and. 
attended and taught at Whittier Col- 
lege in Whittier, California. 

He was a life member of the ARRL, a 
member: of the Antique Wireless 
Association, an honorary life member 
of the Sidney (NY) Amateur Radio 
Club, and a member of the Nashua (NH) ’ 
Amateur Radio Club. Jim was an active 
and avid DXer; he was in the process of 
building an impressive “superstation” 
at the time of his death. 

” Besides Amateur Radio, Jim was also 
a devoted auto racing buff and an ac- 
.complished professional photographer. 
He belonged to the Sports Car Club of 
America and the Society of 
Photographers in Communications 
(ASMP). ae 

Surviving Jim are his wife, Diane; a 
son, Michael J. Fisk of Fort Mill, South 
Carolina; - his. parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
James G. Fisk: of Peterborough, New 
Hampshire; and .two sisters, Ann E. 
Harper of..San Diego,. California, and 

Jennifer L. Griffith-of Chicago, Minois.
